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Rain delays work, 
completion Oct. 31 


Rain has delayed work on Boyne 
City’s Water Street renovation, but city 
manager Tim Clifton said, ‘“‘We can 
safely say the entire project will be 
completed by next Friday’s deadline 
(Oct. 31).”” 

He said a no-traffic day has to follow 
street paving to allow the paving to 
harden. Lines will be painted on that 
day. 

_A second drinking fountain, costing 
about $1,000, will be instailed, he said, 
as.a donation by Mark Kowalski of 
Century 21. It will match the fountain at 


the other corner of Water Street and will 
be on the corner of East and Water. 

Clifton reported to the commis- 
sion that the decision of Lexalite 
International Corporation of Charlevoix 
on where it will locate its new branch, 
will be held off till next spring. The ci 
has discussed the possibility of their 
building on a site in the new indus- 
trial park next to the airport. 

Clifton said Lexalite has also received 
an invitation to come to Sault Ste. 
Marie, which offered them land for one 
dollar. 


Boyne buys new fire 
truck for $81,517 


After a lot of debate as to the merits 
of buying locally, the Boyne City 
commission on October 12 finally decid- 
ed to go with the low bids and 
purchased a new fire engine for the 
community. 
the purchase of a chassis, and the other 
for the purchase of the body and 
apparatus. 

The low bidder for the chassis was 
Fochtman Chevrolet-Buick in Charle- 
voix who bid $19,432, including delivery 
to the body equipment builder in 
Indiana. Others biddisig on the chassis 
were Mather’s Ford in Boyne City, and 
Fletch’s in Petoskey. 

Taking the low bid for the body and 
apparatus was the FMC Company of 
Indiana. Their bid was $62,085 inciud- 
ing delivery back to Boyne City because 
of a mistake in not noting that in their 


bid: One othér bid was received from 


the Emergency One Inc. company in 
Florida. They bid $63,784 for the body 
and apparatus. 

The new fire truck will replace a low 
volume pumper tanker that according to 
Butch Erber, will have a hard time 
passing the tests required to keep the 
city and the surrounding area at the 
present level for insurance rates. The 
pumper tanker truck was purchased 
new in 1967 and holds a 1,000 gallon 
water tank and a 350 gallon per minute 

* pump. 

_ The new truck will have a 1,000 galion 
per minute pump with a 1,250 gallon 
water tank. It will also have 1,000 feet of 
five inch fire hose so that the pump 

_ could move the water to places within 
the townships to one of the other 1,000 
gallon per minute truck for disperse- 
ment to the fire line. 

City commissioners are considering 
keeping the old truck as a standby unit 
when they learned that it would only 
bring about $7,000 tops on the used 
maths, 

“The debate was started when com- 
missioner Thelma Behling told the 
council ‘she thought the chassis should 
te purchased: locally as Mathers lives in 
the city and pays taxes for his opera- 
tions here in town as well as on his 
home. Marty Paul, another city com- 
missioner, told the council that they 
should consider all the taxpayers in the 
city, and not just one taxpayer. He 
suggested that the commission go for 
the low bid. 


Fire chief and spokesman for the fire 
department Butch Erber told the 
commission that even though the Focht- 
man bid was the lowest, the fire 
department had built the specifications 
on a Chevrolet as all of the other trucks 
in the department were Chevrolets and 
he thought that there may be some 
problems with the hills that surround 
Boyne City. He said his department was 
happy with the Chevrolets and their 
ability to negotiate the hills and curves. 
He did not know if the Ford would be 
able to do the same. 

This brought Mather’s representative 
Roy Bruneel to the floor saying that it 
depended on how the truck was geared, 
and that some of the equipment like the 
transmission and the axles were the 
same in the Ford and the Chevrolet. 

After the meeting, Bruneel said he 
‘was ‘all through bidding on cars and 
trucks for the city, as he had put too 
much time in just preparing the bid. ‘I 
was trying to meet the specifications 
that were designed for a Chevrolet, with 
Chevrolet option numbers, finding com- 
parable line for line items with the Ford 
just cost the city more. Needless to say, 
I am not too happy with losing the bid. 
Mather’s Ford would have made only 
about $25 on the deal, but we thought 
that since we were local, we may have a 
chance,’’ Bruneel added. 

At this time, it is not known when the 
new ttuck will be delivered and put into 
service. According to Tim Clifton, the 
city manager, there are still lots of 
details to be completed. One of the big 
ones is how to finance the new truck. 
The city had budgeted only $10,000, 
and the down payment would be 
$12,300. 

By Tuesday, Oct. 19, the city had 
checked the ‘interest rates at local 
lending institutions. The city commis- 
sion approved borrowing from First 
National Bank in Boyne City for five 
years (city charter limit) at 7.75 percent 
to pay for the fire truck. . 

. The principle of $82,000 will cost the 
city $19,000 in interest, making a total 
of $101,000. 

Clifton said the figures have to be 
adjusted to allow for a down pay- 
ment of $16,400. Money will come from 
the city budget’s contingency fund, 

‘because the original budget figure for 
the year for a new fire truck was 
$10,000. 
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The final grading took place Monday on the Water Street block under construction 
in preparation for paving on Wednesday. The project is expected to be completed

Five farms honored for being 


100 


- Five centennial farms were rep- 
resented at the East Jordan Portside Art 
and Historical Society’s last meeting of 
the year, Oct. 14. The speakers gave 
personal histories of the farms before a 
gathering of society members and 
Visitors in the museum at Elm Poitte. 

= Surrounded by examples of early 19th 
century furnitare—some of it made by 
the pioneers they spoke of—Ralph 
Josifek, Archie Murphy, Jean Kor- 
thase, Margarite Rogers Stokes, and 
Wilma Zoulak, who read Estella Looze’s 
History in her absence, made up the 
qvening’s program. 

“ Josifek brought actual documents 
concerning the homesteading of his 
farm at the corner of M-32 and Bergman 
‘Road, southeast of East Jordan. The log 
cabin built by his grandfather in 1870 is 
still standing, as is the more recent 
frame farmhouse in which Ralph Josi- 
fek himself was born. 

2 Josifek’s, like all the centennial 
farms, qualifies for distinction by being 
farmed by the -same family for 100 
years. The award program originates 
with Consumers Power Company.

Another time grandmother was out in 
the field when the cows began to run—a 
sign a bear was near.

She said her family sent two to the 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington, 
D.C. and Jearned from the institute that 
one was 1000 years old and the other, 
made 2000 years ago. 

Stokes said, ‘‘We kick ourselves for 
not asking our parents more questions 
about the old days.” 

Still she remembers her father’s 
account of going on an all-day wagon 
trip as a boy to Ellsworth to see the first 
train. 

“The most eventful day of his young 
life,’’ he said. 

The new invention with all its brass 
fittings and red plush seats was so 
fearsome, the horses had to be tied far 
enough away so that they would not see 


_ it and run off. 


Archie Murphy, whose farm is high 
on hills west of M-66, had equally vivid 
stories to tell. His father, Mike Mur- 
phy, filed for homesteading in 1867, 
after years with logging crews. 

The first Murphy came from Canada, 
eventually reached Pittsburg, then the 
gateway to the West. Hired to drive a 


wagon to Illinois, Mike Murphy found . 


he didn’t like Dlinois clay. 

The Michigan farm was the Murphy 
choice, and 12 children were born there. 

Archie Murphy said you have to like 
farming to stay with it 100 years.

The original frame house still stands, 
and so does the summer kitchen. Jean 
explained the summer kitchen had to be 
separate because all that. summer- 
time canning on a hot wood stove would 
have made the house unbearable. 

The original barn, built in 1896, was 
struck by lightning in 1961 and burned. 

Jean Korthase recalled meeting her 
grandmother-in-law, Louise Korthase, 
daughter of Frederick Korthase. It was 
about 30 years ago and grandmother 
was 85, ‘‘picking corn right along with 
everybody else.”’ 


Bill Korthase recollects the ringing of . 


their farm bell, which in the old days 
was used as a signal for neighbor- 
hood emergencies. 

“There wasn't as much noise in those 
days,’’ he said. ‘‘You could hear it a 
long ways, and people flocked over 
when they heard it.”’ 

The Korthases now live on Korthase 
Road and the land which Bill farms with 
his son is now 440 acres, grown in 100 
yards from the original 80.
